From this small beginning progress 
was made, uutll in 1830 B. Thliuoulcr 
patented a sewing machine In Paris.

During the revolution of 1848 'Thlmo- 
nler was again at work with other ma¬ 
chines, capable of making 200 stitebes 
a minute. But once again the mob got 
at them and destroyed them, and poor 
Thimonier died in the direst iwverty In 
the year 18.">7. Before that date, how¬ 
ever, Ellas Howe, of Massachusetts, 
had perfected the sewing machine, but, 
meeting with no encouragement in tho 
United States, he came to England, and 
In 184C sold bis machine to a merchant 
of Cheapslde for £250. From that time 
onward the history of the sartorial art 
Is largely a history of the sewing ma¬ 
chine.—New York Commercial Adver¬ 
tiser.

It Is not unlikely that he ha<l Ix'en 
pre.<jsed Into the st'rvice, for we are told 
“ho behavt'd very devoutly, prayed fer¬ 
vently, and sang part of a p-'wihii.” Not- 
withstanding Hu-se most unirailltloiiul 
plirnr traits, however, the court found 
lx)or Reid guilty of high trea.son, anil 
bouteniced him to suffer the puul.sh'inent 
which that crime Involve!. It was held 
Uiat a “lllghhiiwl n'glment never 
marched without ti pipc'r, and. there¬ 
fore, hls bagpipes In the eye of the 
law was an Instrument of war.” There 
1 b little wonder, in the fiwx' of such a 
decision, that I’eniiant when he came 
north later in the century found the 
“bagpipes becoming scarce.”
